The Esquimalt Murder- 

Yesterday nothing was talked of in Ks- 
quimalt, usually so quiet, but the killing of 
Robert Coombs, on Wednesday morning, as 
is alleged, by VVm. Miliington. Groups of 
ineu gathered together ami talked over the 
horrible affair; each one expressing his 
opinion as to the guilt or innocence of the 
•accused, quite freely and openly. The ex- 
citement ran high nil day, and when the 
Coroner, Dr. Dickson arrived, a desire was 
•manifested by most of the residents to assist 
ihut official in his inquiry. 

TUB INQUEST, 

A jury was impanneled aboutone o'clock, 
and witnesses were examined as to the cir- 
cumstances attending the killing. Mr. Wil- 
liams, a saloon keeper, testified that Mrs. 
Miliington sent for him on Wednesday af- 
ternoon, and with the nssistanae of the 
nurse contrived to tell him that her husband | 
had killed a mun the night before. Mjs. 
Vine (the nurse) told Williams that she hud 
seen the body a short time before. Wil- 
liams then went out behind the house and 
saw the body lying between two logs, par- 
tially covered with bushes. Peter Williams, 
living near MUlington's house, testified that 
a little offer one o'clock uii the morning of 
rhe murder, saw Miliington pass his house., 
he was staggering drunk at the timj. Shortly 
afterwards, heard a quarrel, and Millinglon's 
voice, saying — " l' II fix yon." Then heard 
the report of a pistol, and the cry of " mur- 
der!" ihree times in succession. After 
that, all became quiet. In the morning, in 
pa-sing near ilillingtorrg house, he pi 
up a cap, ant 



appearance whs that of a man laboring 
who had done something fearful, and fully 
realized the position in which he stood. 
When Mr. Pern ber ton took his seat, the ac- 
cused stood up straight, but in a moment 
resumed his reclining position on the railing. 
The magistrate said that he had surrendered

UKOISTnATION BILL. 

The Speaker read a message from the Council 
returning the Registration of Itcal Estate bill, with 
numerous amendments. The principal alterations 
are, making a Solicitor, as well as a Barrister, 
eligible to the office of Registrar j giving the Gov- 
ernor power to assign a salary of £100 per annum 
to the Registrar ; making it compulsory for the 
Registrar to have proper Indexes to all books ; 
doiug away with the annual publication of the lists; 
the use of the word charge instead of caveat in all 
cases in the bill ; no new forms to be made by the 
Registrar without the consent of the Chief Justice 
and the Registrar not empowered to summon wit- 
nesses. The amendments ordered for considera- 
tion on Tuesday next. 

The Speaker then read the following letter from 
His Excellency the Governor: 

" I have the honor to transmit, for the informa- 
tion of tho House of Assembly, the copy of a 
Proclamation which I propose shortly to issue, re- 
ducing the upset price of Rural Lands to -Is 2d 
per acre, and also authorizing the settlement.prev- 
ious to purchase, of unsold Crown Land in the 
district of Victoria, Esquimalt, Metchosin, the 
Highlands, Sookc, Salt Spring Island, Dallas 
Island and Chcmainos." 

Mr. Foster asked if any answer had been re- 
ceived by the Governor to the petition of the House 
to the Home Government, praying for a reduction 
in the price of land. I see by the Governor's 
communication that a reduction is contemplated, 
but I have not jot seen any answer to that petition. 

Mr. Cary— There has, as yet, been no absolute 
answer reeeived to that petition, but permission 
has been received to reduce the upset price of land 
to 4s yd per acre for the present. 

Mr. Foster— 1 thank the hon. member for the 
frankness of his answer. I have merely asked 
the question in justice to the whole House, who had 
unanimously passed that petition ; and I consider 
that in courtesy to this House, any answer on that 
subject received by His Excellency from ihe Home 
Government should be transmitted lo the House. 
I regret that Ibis bus not been done, as it appears 
to me the course pursued is not calculated to ce- 
ment the good teeling that ought to exist between 
the branches of the Government. 

Mr. Cary — No answer has been received to the 
petition, merely a despatch acknowledging the rr- 
ceipt'thureof, and empowering the Governor to re- 
duce, for the present, the upset price of land to 
■Is 2d per acre, and it would, under these circum- 
stances, have been impossible for the Governor to 
intimate to the House that an answer had been 
received to that petition. 

Mr. Waddingloll — I must say, that this is an 
important question ; that the practice at present 
pursued W a direct instilt to this House. '1 he tirst 
information I reeeived of my bill having received 
the decision of the Governor, was seeing it primed 
in the newspapers. It really appear, that there 
is truth in the remarks I have heard made, and 
that we urn in reality not a House, th it we arc only 
permitted to act on sufferance, and have no rights 
at all. 

Mr. Cary — 1 would remind the hnn. member, 
that the Governor's assent dues not complete the 
bill. As for acting on sutferancv, and having no 
rigdt. that is a jrro it mistake; f.ir we are lawfully 
appointed — have right* and privileges which we 
will maintain and protect. 

LIUCOli LICENCES. 

Mr. Gordon called the attention of the House to 
the fact, that in ft verv few days, the quarter's 
Liquor License will be due; and this House i.1 aj 
present in ignorance of what hn been done with 
the bill in relation to that subject, passed by it 
and m nt some rime since to the council.
